‘Temptation to violence 
impels wealthy minority’

VATICAN CITY (NC) Dialogue, from the 
conference tables of world leaders to discussions in 
neighborhoods and families, is the indispensable way to 
peace, said Pope John Paul II in his message for the Jan. 
1 World Day of Peace. 


The pope called dialogue ‘‘an essential condition’’ for 
peace and said the 150 armed conflicts since the end of 
World War II were examples of situations where dialogue 
was untried or was conducted under false pretenses. 


THE 3,300-WORD message was titled Dialogue for 
Peace, a Challenge for Our Time. 

The pope addressed it 
international officials, politicians, 
citizens of each country.”’

The pope said that in the future wars promise to be 


even ‘‘more terrible’’ than in the past. 


“IS IT NOT necessary to give everything in order to 
avoid war, even the ‘limited war’ thus euphemistically 
called by those who are not directly concerned in it, given 
the evil that every war represents, its price that has to be 
paid in human lives, in suffering, in the devastation of 
what would be necessary for human life and 
development?’’ the pope asked.

~GORONADO — A 57-foot ketch with the wWoids 
“CPaaine “Peasemaker’” has been anchored in Glorietta 
Bay here since last month. She’ll stay on until the spring, 
and then head out on a long voyage across the Pacific, her 
final destination the Soviet naval base at Vladivostok.

Skippered by Ted Phillips, a 20-year veteran of the 
Royal Navy now residing in Vancouver, B.C., the Paczftc 
Peacemaker has, in pursuit of a ‘‘nuclear-free Pacific,’’ 
been boarded and impounded by the U.S. Coast Guard, 
rammed by the French navy, and has tried to deliver a 

_ ‘peace package’”’ on board a Russian spy-ship gathering 
intelligence off the Washington coast. 


**1’?M A Christian. If I think this is a great evil, I think 
I should do this,’’ said Phillips of his recent confrontation 
in Puget Sound with the U.S.S. Ohio, a Trident-class 
submarine which he, and many other peace activists, 
including Seattle’s Archbishop Raymond G. 
Hunthausen, tried to stop from sailing. 


Did Phillips seriously believe he and the others, mostly 
in dinghies, could actually prevent the 560-foot nuclear- 
powered, missile-carrying Ohio from sailing? 

Paraphrasing Jesus in the Gospel, Phillips alluded to 
‘*this idea that a human being armed with no weapons 
but spiritual truth can do anything. As terrifying as it 
was, we were in God’s hands. Anything could have 
happened.”’ 


WHAT DID happen was that the Ohzo sailed after 
federal authorities arrested the protesters. ‘‘It was an 
experiment in truth,’’ said Phillips. 


Where the ‘‘truth’’ of the matter lies is, of course, open 
to debate. ‘‘I really do understand anyone who wants to 
defend his country, but the U.S. is talking about a first- 


LOS ANGELES (NC) — A Los Angeles Superior 
Court has authorized the burial of more than 16,000 
aborted fetuses discovered early last year, ruling that 
religious-minded citizens are legally entitled to conduct « 
memorial service at the burial. The fetuses were found 
last February stored in containers at the home of a 
laboratory operator. Bringing a civil suit to prevent 
religious burial, the Feminist Women’s Health Center, an 
abortion clinic, contended that it would suffer 
““rreparable harm’’ if religious-minded citizens were 
allowed to pray publicly at a ceremony for the aborted 
fetuses. The American Civil Liberties Union supported 
the clinic’s suit, while the Catholic League for Religious 
and Civil Rights opposed them.

strike capability, which gives a 300-foot accuracy over 
6,000 miles. You don’t need this kind of devastating 
technology for deterrent purposes. I could be mistaken, 
and it has taken quite a lot of soul-searching....”’ 


“If more people in Germany had questioned Hitler 
during the 30s perhaps World War II might never have 
happened,”’ said Phillips. ‘“‘They were interested in jobs 
and prosperity, and there even might be a little bit of that 
creeping into the American way of thinking.”’ 

_“*BUT IF the buttons are ever pressed and the circuits 
start operating, things will happen too fast. There is no 
such thing as bravery in a nuclear war. Now is the time to 
be brave, to question, to be an activist,’’ he said. 

An advocate of unilateral disarmament, Phillips says 
“T perfectly understand and sympathize with people in 
America who are opposed to it, but I think we get a better 
debate going with our position. I can’t stand people in the 
peace movement who call Reagan an idiot. In fact I think

Since the dawn of time, every civilization has greeted 
the new year with the hope that it will bring the happiness 
the human heart so desperately craves. Many, 
unfortunately, seek this happiness solely in material 
prosperity, the acquisition of possessions, and the pursuit 
of pleasure.

COURAGE IS needed to resist pressures and false 
slogans; to proclaim the supreme dignity of all life, and to 
demand that society itself give it its protection. A 
distinguished American, Thomas Jefferson, once stated: 
“The care of human life and happiness and not their 
destruction is the just and only legitimate object of good 
government.’’ Much remains to be done to support those 
whose lives are wounded and restore hope to those who 
are afraid of life. 


As Christians we know that finite goods, in whatever 
number, cannot satisfy our hunger. ‘‘Our hearts were 
made for thee, O Lord,”’ said St. Augustine, ‘‘and they

shall find no rest until they rest in thee! 


The man or woman of faith views the new year 
differently. They see each new year as yet another gift

NEW YORK (NC) — Noting recent publicity about 
the bishops’ proposed pastoral on nuclear war, Cardinal 
Terence Cooke of New York reassured Catholics in the 
armed forces that the Church continues to appreciate 
their service to the cause of peace. 


In his annual Christmas message, Cardinal Cooke, 
vicar for all U.S. Catholics in military service, also 
emphasized that the draft version of the pastoral under 
discussion is not final. 


““THE CHURCH continues to recognize and to 
appreciate the contributions to the cause of peace with 
justice made by you, the men and women in military 
service and your families,’’ the cardinal wrote. ‘‘The 
bishops, in the efforts being made to help advance that 
same cause, do understand what you are doing. They and 
the vast majority of Catholics in the United States are 
grateful for the sacrifices you are making in your firm 
commitment in conscience to defend our nation and our 
allies against unjust aggression.’’ 


Cardinal Cooke said that’ in previous years such 
“‘words of reassurance’’ might have been “‘presumed,”’ 


but that he considered it necessary this year to ‘“express) 


them clearly and directly.’’ 


In -his 1981 Christmas letter the cardinal arouse” 
controversy among some disarmament advocates by 
defending the morality of nuclear deterrence. Eliminating 
nuclear weapons is urgent, he wrote in 1981, but must be 
accomplished “gradually, with all nations cooperating, 
and with prudence.”’

Briefs 


HOLY YEAR — The special 1983 
Holy Year of Redemption will begin 
March 25, the feast of the Annunciation, 
and end April 22, 1984, Easter Sunday, 
announced Pope John Paul II. He also 
said he plans to promulgate the new Code 
of Canon Law Jan. 25, the 24th 
anniversary of Pope John XXIII’s 
announcement of the convocation of the 
Second Vatican Council. The pope made 
his announcements in his traditional pre- 
Christmas speech to cardinals present in 
Rome and members of the Roman Curia, 
the Church’s central administration. 


DISSENT — While a record number 
of Catholics have become a part of the 
98th Congress, two dozen of them have 
opposed the second draft of the U/S. 
bishops’ proposed pastoral letter on war 
and peace. Seventeen of 100 senators and 
124 of 435 representatives are Catholic. 
The total, 141, breaks the record set two 
years ago when 135 Catholics were sworn 
into the 97th Congress. Two dozen 
Catholic Representatives (22 Republicans 
and two Democrats) issued a joint letter 
that said the ‘‘real threat’’ in the world is 
not U.S. nuclear strategy but the Soviet 
ideology that it holds in check. 


CODY CLEARED — Archbishop 
Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago 
announced the end of an investigation 
into the financial dealings of his 
predecessor, Cardinal John Cody, and 
said it produced no evidence of 
wrongdoing by Cardinal Cody. The 
archbishop announced new archdiocesan 
accounting procedures and the formation 


of a panel of Chicago business leaders to 
review the annual.audit of the 
archdiocese. Cardinal Cody, who died 
last April, became the focus of national 
controversy in September 1981 when the 
Chicago Sun-Times alleged he had 
diverted nearly $1 million in Church 
funds to his stepcousin. 


JUDGMENT — The New Hampshire 
Supreme Court ruled Dec. 23 that four 
nuns have a right to sue their bishop in a 
contractual dispute. The Sisters of Mercy 
appealed a state superior court ruling last 
April that said the courts did not have 
jurisdiction to overrule a decision by 
Bishop Odore Gendron of Manchester. 
The dispute stemmed from Bishop 
Gendron’s decision not to renew the 
nuns’ teaching contracts at a parochial 
school in Hampton. 


SUBVERSIVE? — A Soviet article 
accusing Pope John Paul II of subversive 
activity in Poland is false, a Vatican 
communique stated. The article from 
Tass, the Soviet news agency, ‘‘needs no 
comment or reply,’’ the Vatican said. 
The article said the Pontiff had been 
responsible for ‘‘subversive activity’’ 
designed to undermine Communist 
societies, especially in Poland. 


DISOBEDIENCE — Six nuclear 
weapons protestors who were arrested 
after they poured their own blood in the 
form of the cross, have received the 
support of Bishop Bernard Flanagan of 
Worcester, Mass. ‘‘There are times when 
civil disobedience is not only morally 
justifiable but may even be a duty,”’ the 
bishop said. The six, including a priest, 
were arrested Dec. 28 on trespassing 
charges after they entered the gates of the 
General Telephone Electronics plant and 


poured the blood they had drawn earlier.

DEATH PENALTY — Those who 
use the Old Testament to justify capital 
punishment are inconsistent, Bishop 
Rene Gracida of Pensacola-Tallahassee, 
Fla., said. His recent comments referred 
to the execution by injection of Charles 
Brooks in Texas, but he also issued a 
pastoral letter condemning capital 
punishment when John Spenkelink was 
executed in 1979 in Florida. 
Fundamentalist Christians in his North 
Florida diocese said the bishop rejected 
the Bible in that letter. Bishop Gracida 
said God permitted capital punishment 
under the old law until the new law of 
Christ replaced it in the New Testament. 


“SMUT”? — Archbishop Philip M. 
Hannan of New Orleans has criticized a 
local cable TV system for seeking 
subscriptions to the Playboy Channel. 
The archbishop said it was ‘“‘yet another 
appalling example of how smut peddlers 
in this country are continuing to move, 
seemingly unchecked.’’ The Cox Cable 
system began soliciting subscriptions to 
the Playboy Channel in its December 
billings to 80,000 customers in the New 
Orleans area. Some 10,000 subscribers 
have already signed up for the channel. 


REOPENED — A nearly 100-year-old 
Catholic cathedral has been reopened in 
Canton, China. The cathedral suffered 
severe damage during the 1966-76 
cultural revolution. About 300 persons 
attended a Dec. 12 opening Mass

Abp. Quinn to ‘gay’ task force: 
Report is ‘contrary’ to Church 


SAN FRANCISCO (NC) — 
Archbishop John Quinn of San Francisco 
said a report issued in September by an 
archdiocesan task force on homosexuality 
contains much that is contrary to Church 
teaching but represents a point of view 
“‘which cannot be simply ignored or 
dismissed out of hand.”’ 


In a letter to Msgr. Peter G. 
Armstrong, whom he has appointed 
chairman of the archdiocesan 
Commission on Social Justice, 
Archbishop Quinn made his first public 
comment on the report of the 
commission’s ‘“Task Force on Gay- 
Lesbian Issues.”’ 


THAT REPORT claimed the Catholic 
Church does.not have a ‘‘viable sexual 
ethic’’ on homosexuality, divorce and 
remarriage, contraception and premarital 
sexuality. 

The report said the traditional 
distinction in moral theology between

blessed the new Kolbe Center, named in 
honor of the recently canonized Polish 
Franciscan priest who was killed in a Nazi 
concentration camp.

Bishop Maher spoke briefly about the 
priesthood, emphasizing St. 
Maximilian’s selfless, detached, non- 
materialistic attitude and his work, which 
included founding the Knights of the 
Immaculata. St. Maximilian, identifying 
himself only as a Catholic priest, took the 
place of a family man sentenced to die in 
retaliation for prisoners escaping from the 
Auschwitz death camp during World War 
II.

“In the past we were carrying out a 
model of religious instruction that 


emphasized vocabulary and_ rote 
memory. If you gave back the correct 
answer you knew your religion,’’ said. 
Sister Josephine. ‘‘It’s really a 
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homosexual: orientation, held to be 
morally neutral, and genital homosexual 
behavior, condemned as morally wrong, 
was “‘practically meaningless and 
pastorally useless.”’ 


Archbishop Quinn said the commission 
“‘will have to come to grips with the fact 
that the task force report contains much 
that is contrary to and incompatible with 
the moral, ethical and doctrinal teaching 
of the Church.”’ 


‘“‘AT THE same time,’’ the 
archbishop continued, ‘‘those things in 
the report which are contrary to the 
teaching of the Church are nevertheless 
an expression of the sincerely held views 
of some people.’’ 


“For this reason, we should’ be 
prepared to listen, to make every effort to 
understand and to respond. In this light, 
then, the task force report has served a 
useful purpose as a vehicle of expression 
for one point of view which cannot be 
simply ignored or dismissed out of 
hand.”’ 


“‘Nevertheless,’’ Archbishop Quinn 
said, “‘no matter how sincerely those 
views are held, it is imperative that we 
always be faithful to the truth and to the 
moral teaching of the Church.’’ 


“IN DEALING with this, as with all 
other human problems and concerns, it is 
important to do so with true love and 
genuine compassion. The Church wants 
to walk the journey with all those who 
suffer for whatever reason. The Church 
wants to be supportive and constructive. 
But always in fidelity to the truth.’’ 


Msgr. Armstrong said the commission 
should give the. report..further 
consideration. 


“That report has some good points,”’ 
he said. ‘‘For example, the sections on 
violence and education are very well 
taken. Both the archbishop and I have 
strong concern for the problems of gay. 
people and certainly violence is never to 
be condoned. We need to do a lot of 
education, though, in order for people to 
understand.”’ 


““‘WE’RE SPEAKING to ‘gay’ 
concerns,’’ Msgr. Armstrong said, ‘‘and 
we’re saying ‘we’re with you,’ but, in 
moral terms, we, as Church, can only go 
so far.”’ 


Sisters’ house of prayer: 
The dream became reality

EL CAJON — A desire to provide a 
place for spiritual companionship and to 
fill a need not met by any other Church 
organization were two of the reasons a 
local house of prayer was opened four 
years ago by two Sisters. 


““‘We dreamed together about 
something that would be good for the 
Church that the Church didn’t have,”’ 
Our Lady of Victory Missionary Sister 
Millicent (Millie) Peaslee said. She and 
Sister of St. Joseph of Orange Pat 
Hanson discovered the truth behind 
Jesus’ words, recorded in Matthew 18:19, 
“If two of you join your voices on earth to 
pray for anything whatever, it shall be 
granted you by my Father.’’ 


THE RESULT was La Providencia 
House of Prayer, originally opened in 
Imperial Beach. After a year there they 
moved to their present location in a quiet 
residential area on San Diego’s eastern 
fringe — just a stone’s throw from El 
Cajon’s Our Lady of Grace Church 
where the women attend Mass. 


“‘We wanted to teach people how to 
pray,’’ Sister Pat said, explaining one of 
their original goals. As the dream 
developed, the House became a center 
where Religious and laity could deepen 
their spirituality and gather for classes, 
Masses and prayer. The center provides 
days of prayer every third Wednesday 


(9:30 a.m.-3:30 p.m.), meetings each

The primacy of charity 


“*I do not mean to suggest that those whose views on life-related 
and peace issues may differ from ours are for that reason evil people. 
No one can pretend to read another person’s heart. Those who are not 
fully sensitive to the reverence due human life in all contexts are 
wrong, and wrong in a way that 1s morally self-limiting just to the 
extent they make a deliberate choice on the matter. But beyond that, 
no judgment of individuals ts possible. ’’ 

What a refreshing statement. — what a _ powerful 
statement. It is often unusual for people to be strong in 
their convictions and charitable toward those who do not 
share those convictions. 


No one can accuse the speaker of the above words of 
being ‘‘soft’’ on matters related to human life and peace. 
He is Archbishop John Roach, president of the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. The speech was an 
address made at the bishops’ annual meeting, last 
November in Washington, at which the chief topic was the 
bishops’ pastoral letter on peace. 

What intrigued me then, sitting in that large ballroom 
with a copy of the archbishop’s prepared text in hand, and 
has continued to intrigue me even more so than his topic of 
peace and life (which in this talk is brilliant) is the 
charitable tone. 


While not compromising one bit on principle, the . 


archbishop’s address placed moral convictions in a non- 
judgmental context. 


People in both the peace and pro-life movements — in 
some situations — have been extremely uncharitable and 
judgmental toward those who are strongly pro-defense or 
pro-choice. The rhetoric has been so offensive as to 
dissuade some people from the causes themselves. 

Is it possible to believe with all your heart that you are 
right on a given issue and still think kindly and non- 
judgmentally toward those who differ with you? 

It is not easy, but it is a matter I think deserves more 
attention from each of us and especially from our religious 
leaders. 


_ What is the connection, in religious peoples’ minds, 
between morality and charity? How often do we hear a 
homily on the fundamental law of love and on leaving 
judgment to God? 


I have been offended, many times, by the’ rhetoric of 
some fundamentalist ministers on TV who tell people that 
if they do not believe in Jesus as Lord according to the 
criteria preached by them that people will not be saved. It 
is similar to the statement often heard years ago that those 
outside the Church will not be saved. 


No one knows who will be saved and who — if anyone — 
will be damned. Fidelity to the Gospel — in my mind, 
anyway — never requires lack of charity. In fact, lack of 
charity is a clear violation of the Gospel. 


Last Sunday, we celebrated the feast of the Epiphany, 
which traditionally brings to a close the holy season of 
Christmas. While Christmas is still fresh in our minds and 
hearts, should we not begin to pay more attention to the 
primacy of love? It is love, after all, that makes. Christians 
dedicated to peace and life, love and reverence for all God’s 
creation. 


Love must be the means of bringing about the Kingdom 
of peace and love — as well as the ultimate goal. 

If it is love which demands opposition to the taking of 
human life by violence, then it is also love which should 
characterize statements about or to any human being.

After observing what they have 
produced in recent years, one might be 
forgiven for wondering if our liturgists 
have become more concerned: with: the 
entertainment of worshipers than with the 
worship of God.

‘New ally’ 


I have followed with interest the 
““Moral Perspectives’? column by Rev. 
Gerald Coleman and observed the careful 
and steady buildup of his ‘‘peace’’ 


_ offensive and wondered where, in - 


particular, it would strike the defensive 
posture of the U.S. ‘‘It is an ethical 
outrage that we tolerate recent proposals 
to create a weapon that represents the 
ultimate denial of human dignity: the 
projected neutron bomb, which spares 
buildings while destroying life which is 
the handiwork of God,’’ he wrote. 


At present the Warsaw Pact has at least 
a four-to-one edge over NATO in tanks 
and artillery. In the event of an attack by 
the Warsaw Pact, NATO could easily 
neutralize this attack with neutron 
weapons. On the other hand, if NATO is 
restricted to the use of the older and more 
dangerous nuclear weapons, they could 
not use these against the enemy near 
urban centers. Now I am no soldier, but I 
have been informed by professionals that 
any battlefield commander worthy of his 
salt, could easily maneuver the bulk of his 
tanks and artillery, into, and through 
cities. These tactics would in turn stimy 
the NATO forces with the inevitable 
consequences. 


When President Carter offered to 
deploy the neutron weapon in Western 
Europe, the USSR initiated such a 
colossal propaganda barrage against it 
that he was not only forced to withdraw 
his offer but to cancel production of the 
weapon in our own country! 

President Reagan is much more bold. 
He is producing the neutron bomb in our 
own country, but I have news for him: the 


Kremlin will never allow him nor any. 


other president to deploy this weapon in 
Europe. The Kremlin has a new ally, 
namely, the American Catholic ‘‘nuclear 
pacifist’’ fingered by our bishop in the 
Southern Cross Dec. 9. 


I have no doubt that Rev. Gerald 
Coleman and others like him are 
concerned about nuclear holocaust, but I 
am concerned about them because they 
sing the Communist party line (however 
naively) to the detriment of our national 
security and thereby helping to bring that 
nuclear holocaust (which they so rightly 
decry) closer to actuality.

Pope 
Speaks 


‘In equal measure’ 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope John Paul II opened the new 
year with an appeal for bilateral disarmament involving nuclear 
and conventional weapons. 


At a Mass in St. Peter’s Basilica attended by 10,000 people 
Jan..1, the pope asked the world’s superpowers to take steps 
toward the reduction of weapons arsenals ‘‘in equal measure.’’ 


In his Jan. 1 homily, Pope John Paul recalled the theme he 
chose for the 1983 World Day of Peace, ‘‘Dialogue for Peace, a 
Challenge for Our Times.’’. 


“Peace cannot be constructed by one without the others, but 
everyone must commit himself to it,’’ he said. 


“It requires all parties to work in common, to progress in 
common on the road of peace,’’ the pope added. ‘‘It is therefore 
difficult to imagine how the problem of peace in the world can be 
resolved in a unilateral manner, without the participation and 
the concrete commitment of all.’’ 


Pope John Paul said the desire to see success in disarmament 
talks is ‘more than legitimate,’’ but added that ‘‘the request for 
progressive reduction of armaments, nuclear or conventional, 
must be addressed at the same time to all the parties involved.’’ 


Pope John Paul’s main message for world peace day, released 
at the Vatican Dec. 20, did not mention bilateral disarmament. 
It called dialogue ‘‘an essential condition’’ for peace and said the 
150 armed conflicts since the end of World War II were examples 
of situations where dialogue was untried or was conducted under 
false pretenses.

Something more... 


Barely a week old, the New Year is no longer ‘‘new.’’ The 
holidays are over though memories remain. Liturgically, the past 
two weeks have been packed full of historical remembrances: the 
birth of Jesus as announced to the shepherds by the angelic choir 
and as proclaimed to the Magi by the unusual star; the 
recognition of the Infant as Messiah by the elderly couple — 
Simeon and Anna; the flight into Egypt; and the finding of the 
young Jesus in the temple. 


As I read and listened I was struck by how often the Scripture 
writer said that Mary kept all these things in her heart and 
pondered them. How comforting to know that she didn’t 
understand everything either, and that she, too, questioned. 
Though the Scriptures never directly tell us what Mary 
concluded from her ponderings, she was with her Son when He 
died and she was present in the upper room on that first 
Pentecost Sunday. 


In next Sunday’s reading, Peter, too, is pondering. He has just 
had a strange vision while praying and doesn’t understand its 
meaning. A commotion downstairs interrupts his reflections; 
Cornelius, a Gentile, sends a request for him to come to his’ 
home. Peter goes — only because the Spirit tells him to. On the 
way he must have continued his pondering, for after his arrival 
he feels he understands the meaning of his strange vision — that 
a Gentile who fears God and acts uprightly is acceptable to God. 
But this is only the beginning for he soon discovers that the Spirit 
makes no distinctions whatever between the Jew and the Gentile, 
calling the latter just as clearly as the former to the fullness of 
membership in the Church. : 


Later when Peter is called to defend his actions toward the 
Gentiles, he silences his questioners by himself asking a question, 
“If God was giving them the same gift he gave us...who was I to 
interfere...?”’ (Acts 11, 17).

During the summer of 1940, Bishop Charles Francis 
Buddy, San Diego’s first bishop (1936-1966), had the 
original frame rectory of St. Joseph Cathedral moved 
from Fourth Avenue and Beech to the 2610 San Diego 
Avenue site in Old Town. The removal of the old rectory 
was necessary to make room for the newly remodeled and 
expanded St. Joseph Cathedral. 


It soon became the permanent quarters for the first 
diocesan junior seminary, called St. Francis, when eight 
young men moved in November 3, 1941. Four 
seminarians had been living at home, and four were living 
with Bishop Buddy. For two months they attended classes 
at St. Augustine High School, taught by Father James 
Glynn, OSA. An account of these formative years, along 
with snapshots, in the form of a yearbook called the

THE YOUNG seminarians soon became adept in the 
art of gardening by planting lawns, shrubs and trees, as 
well as doing some much-needed renovating and 
carpentering. Plaster soon covered the wooden structure. 


There was:a large basement which gave the building 
the. appearance of having four stories. After fire 
regulations to install an outside stairway were met, the top 
floor became living quarters for some of the students with 
the library and a common room competing for space. 


During World War II, on January 22, 1942, a group of 
soldiers was quartered in the basement. They prepared 
meals for the anti-aircraft and searchlight batteries located 
in the area. Later, an Army first-aid group moved in and 


Homosexuality — 


Homosexuality cuts across multiple concerns: e.g., it is 
a moral issue (the Church teaches that all homosexual 
activity is objectively immoral); it is a social issue (the 
whole question of ‘‘gay’’ rights in housing); it is an 
educational issue (the rights of ‘‘gay’’ teachers; should 
homosexuality be presented in the schools as an alternate 
lifestyle). 


Furthermore it is a personal issue: many men and 
women struggle with this question and the struggle takes 
on many facets: e.g., entering actively into the ‘‘gay’’ 
world; living two lives; continuing to live more fully with 
an understanding of one’s homosexuality. 


A lesbian professor at San Francisco State said ‘“We 
don’t intend to share the oppression of our homosexual 
brothers. We don’t go to the baths, we don’t loiter in 
toilets, we don’t get picked up by the police in parks...’’ 


THE POINT here is not to draw any judgment but 
rather to raise the fact that any routine classification of all 
homosexuals together is naive, misleading and harmful. 


We thus begin a series of articles on homosexuality that 
are meant to be an invitation to look into the question 
with seriousness and honesty. 


What do we mean by homosexuality? The definition is 


itself complex, and not all authors agree on every aspect 
which contributes to a definition. 


COMMON VOCABULARY often hinders one from 


reaching an emotionally neutral definition: e.g., the 
spectrum from such negative attitudes expressed in terms 
a ‘‘queer,’’ ‘‘fag’’ and ‘‘pervert’’ to the commonly 
employed vocabulary of homosexuals themselves as 
“ gay ‘ ”? 

Aware, then, of the intrinsic problematic here, I would 
suggest this definition: a homosexual person is one who: 


e Sustains a predominant and persistent attraction to 
the same sex; this attraction is not necessarily exclusive: 
i.e., men or women homosexuals do not of necessity bear 
a hatred and/or fear of the opposite sex; 


e Sustains a psychosexual attraction to the same 
sex: 1.e., the homosexual person deeply feels sexual desire 
for and a sexual responsiveness to persons of the same sex; 
and 


e Sustains some level of desire to seek actual sexual 
fulfillment by sexual acts with a person of the same sex; it 
is possible to have this felt-desire without ever having 
acted upon it (e.g., because of fear, lack of opportunity). 


Having stated this definition of homosexuality, what is 
a primary consequence? There is an absoluté need to 
make the distinction between the homosexual condition 
and the homosexual act. 


THE HOMOSEXUAL condition is sustained by one - 


who is sexually attracted predominantly to persons of his 
or her own sex; who wishes to express sexually deep 
feelings predominantly with same-sexed persons (i.e., this 
person sustains the three components mentioned above). 


remained about a year. 


IN FEBRUARY of 1942, four of the seminarians 
registered for the draft, and all were put on occupational 
deferment. Difficulties with the draft board continued 
into 1943. 


A seminary in the heart of San Diego’s Old Town was 
not very conducive to the privacy, recollection and study 
needed for training, so the students helped to erect a fence 
six and one-half feet high around part of the property. 


Bishop Buddy, however, soon realized that the crowded 
conditions and the constant flow of visitors to Old Town 
were not benefitting the training of the seminarians, so he 
purchased land in El Cajon from the Statler Hotel family. 


The homosexual act, on the other hand, refers to 
sexual contacts between persons of the same sex. Such 
acts may be performed by a person who in fact sustains a 
homosexual condition; but they may also be performed 
by persons who sustain a heterosexual condition. 


Thus, many heterosexuals engage in homosexual acts 
without being in a homosexual condition. 


THIS IS A vitally important point. Too many 
counselors, e.g., encourage young people to ‘‘come out of 
the closet’? simply because. they have acted out 
homosexually; and these people might not at all sustain 
the condition and then get caught up in the social 
homosexual scene. 


In addition, many people too quickly identify 
themselves as homosexual because of a felt-desire for 
sexuality with same-sexed persons; or even because of 
some overt activity. 


Careful discernment and counseling here is an 
essential. 


HAVING DEALT now with the complexities of the 
definition, we will go on to discuss further aspects of the 
question. 


As a guide to the next article, we might consider the 
fact that a person really does not choose this condition. 
This is an important realization, lest we continue to 
consider all homosexuals as wicked, subjectively immoral, 
criminal and dangerous. 
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Peace and justice commission 


is advisory to Bishop Maher

SAN DIEGO — Anti-nuclear 
sentiment and concern over human rights 
in El Salvador continue to be the main 
concerns of the diocesan Peace and 
Justice Commission, a staff member said. 


The commission plans to meet with 
local legislators, including Senator Pete 
Wilson (R-Calif.), before the Jan. 22 
Congressional re-certification meetings 
on El Salvador. Every six months, 
Congress must determine that El 
Salvador has improved human rights 
there enough to deserve continued 
military aid from the United States, said 
Mary Anne Perrone, the commission’s 
executive secretary. 


THE COMMISSION hopes to tell the 
lawmakers that Salvadoran officials have 
the habit of making a ‘‘splashy, cosmetic 
move’’ just before the re-certification 
hearings, Ms. Perrone said. She cited the 
off-again, on-again trial of the Salvadoran 
National Guardsmen charged with the 
murder of four U.S. women missionaries 
as an example. 


‘‘For some reason the U.S. 
government hinges aid on the trial of 
those men, when 34,000 other people 
have been murdered in El Salvador,’’ 
Ms. Perrone said. 


The commission, which operates 
‘through the bishop’s good graces,’’ 
according to Ms. Perrone, acts after 
listening ‘‘to the traditional teachings of 
the Church, to the Gospel as we 
understand it and to the voices of the 
country and around the world.”’ 


THE COMMISSION was working on 
the nuclear issue long before the proposed 
bishop’s pastoral was drafted. ‘‘There’s 
always the Scripture and mountains of 
papal statements’ to inspire work against 
nuclear arms, she said. 

The. proposed. pastoral statement that 
the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops considered late last year in 
Washington “‘is a very strong statement 
against nuclear weapons,’’ Ms. Perrone 
said, but it does not condemn possessing 
the weapons as a deterrence to nuclear 
war. “‘We have some bishops who are 
absolute pacifists and the letter doesn’t 
reflect that,’’ she said with a disappointed 
tone. 


Ms. Perrone hopes to soon make 
available a Maryknoll film that explores 
the arms race from a Christian 
perspective. Called Gods of Metal, it is 
intended for discussion purposes. 


THE COMMISSION wants to ‘‘keep 
before the Catholic community the issues 
relating to peace and justice concerns 
locally and globally.’’ Guest speakers, 
audio tapes and ‘‘peace puppets’’ are 


provided by the commission to facilitate 


what Ms. Perrone considers its primary 
function — education. 


Working with other diocesan programs 
like the schools, CCD and _ adult 
education is a goal of the commission. 
Ms. Perrone also hopes to start a peace 
and justice commission in each parish to 
help in education. The model effort, she 
said, occurred in October at Our Lady of 
Grace Parish, El Cajon, where Father 
Jim Poulsen led ‘‘a very serious and 
prayerful effort to study the arms race as a 
parish.”’ 


Sunday homilies for two weeks dealt 
with arms buildup, and on the two 
Monday nights that followed, forums 
featuring films and speakers were held for 
the parishioners. Over the next four 
weeks, the churchgoers studied a Pax 
Christi publication, ‘“‘A Race to 
Nowhere: Primer on the Arms Race.”’ 


“YD LIKE to see that happening 
everywhere,’’ Ms. Perrone said. 


One program recently sponsored by the 
Peace and Justice Commission was a 
“Peace Posada’’ held last Dec. 20th. A 
posada is a traditional Latin American re- 
enactment of Joseph and Mary’s attempt 
to find a place to stay when they traveled 
to Bethlehem for the birth of Jesus. 


The commission’s version of that was a 
candlelight procession in the Kearny 
Mesa area. They knocked at the doors of 
corporations with military contracts or 
ties, including the Convair plant, the 
Naval Undersea Warfare Station, Cubic 
Corp. and Teledyne-Ryan. Instead of 
asking for room at the inn, participants 
questioned, ‘‘Is there room here for 
peace?”’ 

THE ‘‘POSADA’”’ was ‘‘a sign that we 
want to make room for the Prince of 
Peace’’ and that armaments are not the 
way to get peace, said Ms. Perrone. 

Ms. Perrone justifies her participation 
in the political realm, saying ‘“There is no 
real separation of our faith and our life.’’ 


“Issues of life and death’’ require a 
Christian response, she said. Those 
matters include world hunger, resisting 
nuclear armament, and safeguarding 
human rights — including the rights of 
the unborn. 


THE ONLY example she could cite of 
the Peace and Justice Commission being 
involved in anti-abortion efforts was the 
Jan. 1981 statement it issued condemning 
abortion. 


“The abortion issue is part of a much 
wider context of human life and we can 
not condemn abortion and then not 
condemn nuclear war,’’ she said. ‘‘Also, 
the abortion issue and respect life has 
gotten so much support within the 
Catholic Church, it moves on its own, I 
think.’’

CHAPEL FINISHED — The Diocesan Council of Catholic Women has finally

1. Basis of presentation — — ; ae Te, eh tae 

Organization and activities — The Diocesan Office of The Roman 
Catholic Bishop of San Diego is part of the Corporation Sole of the Diocese of 
San Diego and has no separate legal status or existence. The Diocesan Office 
activities comprise the collection of parish assessments, stewardship 
contributions and certain other receipts which are used to finance educational, 
religious, community and human development programs in addition to the 
administration of the Catholic Diocese of San Diego. 

The Diocesan Office Funds exclude the activities of parishes, schools, 
cemeteries, the newspaper and certain other ministerial functions. Each of 
these activities, even though they report to the Bishop, is an operating entity 
distinct from the Diocesan Office. 

Fund balances — Diocesan funds are segregated according to their 
availability for use in Diocesan operations. Quasi-endowment funds are those 
funds segregated by the Bishop for the specific uses indicated. Restricted funds 
have been reserved for specific purposes and in some cases can be disbursed 
only in compliance with restrictions specified by donors. 


2. Receivables 

Notes receivable include $1,431,000 from the sale of American Boys Ranch 
which was paid in July 1982. In connection with a final settlement of the 
financial division of the San Bernardino Diocese in 1979, $500,000 from these 
proceeds were used to pay the note payable to the San Bernardino Diocese in 
July 1982. aS 

The allowance for doubtful accounts of $1,363,406 consists primarily of the 
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_ difference between cash advanced to or on behalf of the American Boys Ranch 
and the note receivable from the sale of the Ranch. $f 


Other receivables include $346,533 due from Diocesan entities. 


3. Deposit and loan funds. 

The Diocesan Office administers a loans-in-aid program which finances the 
construction of parish plants and other diocesan facilities. Interest of 6% is 
charged on such loans. These loans are made primarily from loan repayments 
and deposits by diocesan entities which bear interest at 5%. 


4. Development commitments 


At June 30, 1982 the Diocese has entered into contracts or began 
construction for church facilities with an estimated remaining cost of 
$3,985,000 at certain parishes. These parishes have funds on deposit of 
$2,573,146 for such construction. Additional funds of $1,411,854 will be 
required for completion of the projects. In addition, the Diocese expects to 
begin construction of a Cursillo center during the next year which is estimated 
to cost $600,000. 


5. Scholarship fund 


The Bishop of San Diego has established a scholarship fund for the 
University of San Diego in the amount of $100,000 annually in lieu of the 
repayment of $1,657,533 owed by the University to the Diocese which has been 
charged to the fund balance. The scholarship fund is to be used for students 
from the Dioceses of San Diego and San Bernardino and other areas.

Every once in a while when you feel 
inclined to despair with regard to a 
particular area of human endeavor 


something comes along that gives you~

Such was an item that caught my eye in 
the Nov. 24, 1982, issue of Variety. A 
short article that began in the lower left 
corner of the front page announced that 
composer Ernest Gold had decided to 
refuse any offers to compose the musical 
scores for ‘‘ultraviolent’’ films. 


THE VIENNESE-born Gold made 
his decision, he says, out of a concern that 
pictures of this sort are ‘‘desensitizing’’ 
audiences and society in general. ‘‘We 
have become aware,’’ says Gold, ‘‘that 


_we cannot continue to pollute our 


environment. We have an emotional 
environment too. Nobody thinks about 
that. We had better watch what we spew 
out to the public, because it gets 
absorbed.”’ 


I’ve been asked time and time again if I 
really think that a movie can corrupt 
somebody. And in response I’ve often 
used an argument like Gold’s: can a 
single chimney exuding noxious fumes 
cause cancer? Perhaps not, but the reality 
is that not one but hundreds and 
thousands of such chimneys are involved. 
@r,'*as? Gold puts :-it, <1. feelva 
responsibility toward the cumulative 
effect.”’ 


Dipping into the kind of experience 
and ‘‘emotional environment’’ that a 
European has, Gold draws a parallel with 
the Hitler era, contending that films 
depicting gratuitous violence break down 
moral and pyschic barriers and provoke

the hands of a talented composer, is an 
extremely powerful persuader. We 
shouldn’t be entertained by violence. We 
should be outraged. I can either decrease 
the degradation of the human spirit or I 
can increase it. I will not aid in the 
debasement.”’ 


AS I SAID, I was quite happy to read 
about Gold’s decision. But I can’t help 
but observe that Gold had made a moral 
decision in accordance with what I’m 
rather sure he considers purely 
humanistic considerations. On the other 
hand, the pleasant Catholic mother of 
three children, one 4 preteen, whom I 
recently talked to on the phone sees 
nothing wrong with taking her children to 
see Creepshow. Yes, she thought some 
parts of it were a bit ‘‘gross,’’ but it was 
good as a ‘‘spoof.’’ Nor is she altogether 
untypical. Many. Catholics seem to be at 
full alert with regard to sexual material in 
films but careless with regard to violence. 


As a further irony, this Catholic mother 
might, as do not a few Catholics I 
encounter in the course of giving talks, 
consider humanism as one of. the great 
scourges of the age. Such is the effect of a 
particularly virulent form of Protestant 
anti-intellectualism upon those Catholics 
who apparently have no idea that the 
writings of St. Thomas Aquinas had 
much to do with the origin of humanism 
and that St. Thomas More was an 
outstanding humanist. 


But, Aquinas and More aside, did this 
mother, I wonder, never learn that St. 
Paul called our bodies temples of the Holy 
Spirit and that we should regard them as 
such? She would never let her children see 
a movie that contained any nudity. But, 
tell me, is nudity in movies, in terms of 
violating the sanctity of the temple of the 
Holy Spirit, really so much worse than 
graphic violence directed against the

Sister Ann, the executive director of the 
National Interreligious Task Force on 
Soviet Jewry, has visited Russia twice. 


Many Soviet Jews have been 
imprisoned or confined to psychiatric 
wards, Sister Ann said. Jews in the USSR 
are not allowed to pray in synagogues or 
to perform bar mitzvahs, one speaker 
said. ‘‘Soviet Jews are not being lined up 
and shot as they were in Stalin’s day, but 
there is this slow dying each day”’ as their 
ability to follow their religion and 
conscience is restricted, Sister Ann said.

CONSIDER THE following 
incidents, all of which occur in 
Creepshow. A walking corpse, rotted and 
slobbering, takes a terrified woman by 
her head and gives it a half-twist with 
appropriate sound effects so that she is 
facing backwards. Later we get a closeup 
of a man buried to his neck in sand 
drowning as the tide covers his head. His 
mouth yields up a final air bubble as his 
eyes glaze over in pain and terror. 
Another man, his entire body covered 
with a green vegetable growth, fumbles 
for a shotgun and blows off his head. 
Finally, the dead white skin of a corpse 
suddenly begins to squirm and bulge 
grotesquely as thousands and thousands 
of cockroaches stir and then start to pour 


out of its mouth. 


If reading about all this is loathsome, 
think what seeing it must be like. Yet 
when I saw it all around me were pre- 
teens, despite the R-rating. They hooted 
and howled, of course, at the worst 
sections. Though I wonder if they really 
felt that way or if they were ashamed to 
act otherwise in front of their peers. 


But I’m being too stuffy, you say. It’s 
all a spoof, you see. It’s so horrible that it 
can’t be meant as real. So it’s a spoof — 
get it? If you do get it, then you and I 


. have to part company. I’ll take Gold and 


his humanism any day to the kind of 
Catholicism that may draw the line at 
nudity but accepts the most frightful and 
nauseating violence with equanimity as 
long as sex doesn’t seem to be involved.

IN DISCUSSIONS of the proposed bishops’ pastoral 
there have been expressions of concern that Catholics in 
the armed forces would face a conflict of loyalties if the 
bishops condemn strategies basic to the U.S. defense 
posture. 


In the 1982 letter Cardinal Cooke gave no indication of 
what stance he thought the pastoral would take in its final 
form. But he noted that Auxiliary Bishop John J. 
O’Connor of the military vicariate serves on the 
committee drafting the pastoral and that during 18 
months of ‘‘working and praying’’ the committee has 
produced two drafts. 


‘During the November meeting all the bishops had the 
opportunity of working on this document,’’ Cardinal 
Cooke said. ‘‘They were thankful for the efforts of the 
special committee. At the same time, they recognized that 
a great deal of work lies ahead before a final document is 
approved.”’ 


WHILE PREPARING a third draft for consideration 
in May, he said, the committee will consult with 
representatives of the U.S. government and with bishops 
of other countries. He said it would also study comments 
that have already come from bishops, theologians and 
“‘the many hundreds of individuals of every walk of life, 
including members of our military family, who have 
expressed their opinions.”’ 


He said committee members would base their work on 
Church teaching that included ‘‘reminders of the 
potential horrors of nuclear war, the terrible waste and 
injustice involved in the arms race and the urgent need to 
achieve real progress in negotiating extensive, 
multilateral reductions i in armaments under appropriately 
monitored conditions.’ 


The letter included a quotation from Pope John Paul 
II’s 1982 World Day of Peace message, which declared 
that “‘peoples have a right and even a duty to protect their 
existence and freedom by proportionate means against an 
unjust aggressor.’ 


CARDINAL COOKE recalled that in his 1981 
Christmas letter he had announced plans to establish a 
Pope John Paul II Center of Prayer and Study for Peace. 
‘This center has been established in the Shrine of St. 
Elizabeth Ann Seton in New York City, located within 
view of the Statue of Liberty.”’ 


He said the center asked religious communities to help 
form ‘ ‘a network of continuing prayer for peace with 
justice.’” Many communities and individual Religious 
have responded, he said. 


Cardinal Cooke called on all members of the military 
family to join in daily prayer for peace. ‘‘In a special 
way,’’ he said, ‘‘my appeal is to you who are patients in 
our Veterans Administration hospitals. You have already 
sacrificed so much for the cause of peace. I am convinced 
that your daily prayers will bring the world closer to the 
true peace which is at the heart of Christmas.’’ 
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UNEMPLOYMENT erodes the fundamental human 
dignity and basic rights of human persons, and it 
threatens the stability of family life and communities. 
Unemployment in all cases is an evil. When it reaches a 
certain level, it can become a real social disaster. It is 
especially painful when it affects families and young 
people. At all times it is frustrating and causes great 
suffering. 


The current world-wide recession has exacerbated the 
plight of the poor. Many, even in our own prosperous 
nation, are passing this winter in unheated housing, with 
insufficient food and clothing. Millions in the developing 
nations are without food or on the brink of starvation.

““Today, when even conventional wars become so 
murderous, when one knows the tragic consequences that 
nuclear war would have, the need to stop war or to turn 
aside its threat is all the more imperious,’’ he said. 


“The Holy See will not grow weary of insisting upon 
the need to put a stop to the arms race through 
progressive negotiations, by appealing for a reciprocity,” 
the pope said. 

‘(INSTEAD OF being at the service of people, the 
economy is becoming militarized,’’ and ‘‘development 
and well-being are subordinated to security,’’ he added. 


“Science and technology are being degraded into the 
auxiliaries of war,’’ the pope said. 


Dialogue for peace, the pontiff remarked, ““cannot be 
dissociated from dialogue for justice.’ 


‘“‘“THE TEMPTATION to violence and war,’’ he 
said, ‘‘will always be present in societies where greed and 
the search for material goods impels a wealthy minority to 
refuse the mass of people the satisfaction of the most 
elementary rights to food, education, health and life.”’ 


Also recommended by the pontiff was the creation of 
‘fan international juridical system which is more receptive 
to the appeal of those whose rights are violated’ and 
which has an effective means of making its authority 
respected. 


The pope emphasized that peace is not a utopian ideal 
but a realistic hope which results from ‘‘the basic 
aspiration of the men and women of our time’’ and the 
fundamental reasonableness of people. 


‘*EVERY PERSON, whether a believer or not,’’ said 
the pontiff, ‘‘while remaining prudent and clear-sighted 
concerning the possible hardening of his brother’s heart, 
can and must preserve enough confidence in man, in his 
capacity of being reasonable, in his sense of what is good, 
of justice, of fairness, in his possibility of brotherly love 
and hope, which are never totally perverted, in order to 
aim at recourse to dialogue and to the possible resumption 
of dialogue.”’ 

The first quality of dialogue, the pope suggested, is that 
each party “‘listen to the explanation of the situation as 
the other party describes it, sincerely feels it, with the real 
problems which are proper to the party, its rights, the 
injustices of which it is aware, the reasonable solutions 
which it suggests.’’ 

A prime obstacle to peace through dialogue is ‘‘an a 
priort decison to concede nothing...a refusal to listen,’’ the 
pope said. 

SUCH AN attitude, said the pope, can conceal ‘‘the 
blind and deaf selfishness of a people, or more often the 
will to power of its leaders.’’ 

The same attitude, the pope added, ‘‘coincides with an. 
exaggerated and out-of-date concept of the sovereignty 
and security of the state.’’ 

“*The state then runs the risk of becoming the object of 
a so-to-speak unquestionable worship,’’ the pope said. 
“It runs the risk of justifying the most questionable 
undertaking.”’

Bishop Maher: ‘Witness heroically to all innocent human life’ 


Respect for life and concern for our fellow human 
beings must extend beyond the boundaries of our parishes 
and local communities to reach and assist the poor 
throughout the world. Love for the poor and solicitude for 
their care are marks of the true Christian. I urge you to 
identify and support, on a regular basis, reputable 
agencies established for this purpose. 


MANY OTHERS live on the fringes of our society, 
lonely and forgotten. I urge you, in the months ahead, to 
make a special effort to visit the aged and the infirm in our 
community. Acknowledge and assist the disabled. 
Proclaim with deeds, as well as words, the value of every 
human person. Strive to make 1983 a year of grace, and 
peace, and joy for all God’s children. 


Let us recognize that peace cannot be obtained on earth 


unless personal values are safeguarded and mankind 
freely and trustingly share with one another the riches of 
their inner spirits and their talents. A firm determination 
to respect other men and women and peoples and their 
dignity, as well as the studied practice of brotherhood and 
sisterhood are absolutely necessary for the establishment 
of peace. Hence peace is the fruit of love, and love is the 
soul of justice. 


In 1983 a hopeful lifestyle will bring the ‘‘passion for 
the possible.’’ Such a lifestyle allows freedom to be lived 
in the light of hope. It makes possible the recovery of 
formative meaning. That meaning is always there, but 
our vision is blocked by pride and human concerns. 


WE NEED the power of hope to see anew the 

goodness, mercy, love and care of God for mankind, to 
see His hand guiding past, present and future. In Christ 
all things fall into a meaningful pattern. Rooted in Christ 
we can live a hopeful lifestyle which manifests God’s 
blessings and the guidance and protection of the Holy 
Spirit. :

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own nation — can inhibit the critical sense and moral 
sense of the more aware citizens and can encourage them 
to go to war.”’ 


Other obstacles to dialogue, said the pope, are 
“ideologies which...are opposed to the dignity of the 
human person...which sée in struggle the motivating 
force of history, which see in force the source of rights.” 


In a section which Vatican sources said had particular 
ramifications for the pope’s native Poland the pontiff 
called for dialogue on the national level for 

“reconciliation between employers and workers, in the 
manner of respecting and associating the cultural, ethnic 
and religious groups which make up a nation.”’ 


“WHEN, UNFORTUNATELY, dialogue between 
government and people is absent,’’ said the pope, ‘‘social 
peace is threatened or absent; it is like a state of war.’’ 


On the international level, the pope said, dialogue for 
peace ‘‘cannot be reduced to a condemnation of the arms 
race’’ but also involves searching for a more just 
international order and a more equitable sharing of 
goods, services, knowledge and information. 


The pope made a “‘particular appeal’’ to those who 


work in the mass media to be responsible artisans of 
peace. 


‘‘PUBLIC OPINION”’ he said, ‘‘can put a brake on 
warlike tendencies or, on the contrary, support these 
same tendencies to the point of blindness.”’ 


? 


“I encourage you,’’ said the pope to journalists and 
broadcasters, ‘‘to weigh your responsibility and to show 
with the greatest objectivity the rights, the problems and 
the attitudes of each of the parties in order to promote 
understanding and dialogue between groups, countries 
and civilizations.”’ 


In addressing himelf ‘‘to every man and woman and 
also to you, the young,”’ the pope said, ‘You have many 
opportunities to break down the barriers of selfishness, 
lack of understanding and aggression by your way of 
carrying on dialogue, every day, in your family, your 
village, your neighborhood, in the associations in your 
city.”’ 

THE POPE said Jesus Christ was the model of a 
peacemaker.

‘Missions...fired my imagination’ 


By Sue Nowak 
POINT LOMA — A 51-year-old Irish priest wants to 
retire in an area with witch doctors, gasoline that costs $3 
a gallon, and meals centered around porridge, gravy and 
cabbage. 
“The thing that catches missionaries and makes them 
want to go back is the people,’’ Carmelite Father Conall 


Collier said, attempting to explain the lure of Rusate, 


Zimbabwe, his African workplace for the last 24 years. 
Father Collier was in San Diego recently, visiting his 
brother, Father Joseph Mel Collier of St. Agnes Church. 

AS A BOY ‘‘a missions magazine fired my 
imagination. I never wanted to work as a priest in 
Treland,’’ he said. So he chose the Carmelite order 


_ because he knew of their missionary work. 


“His first mission was Rusate and its 14 neighboring 
out-stations. He serves an area 30 by 15 miles. He’s 


’ fluent in Shona, the language two-thirds of the people 


there speak. He knows a few words of Sindebele, the 
language the other third uses. English is the official 
language but ‘“‘the ordinary people of the village don’t 
understand it.”’ 

The parish priest travels from out-station to out-station 
in a 1972 Puegot 304. He’s in the Diocese of Umtali, 


_which has nine native priests, 18 Carmelite priests, one 


American priest, one order of African Carmelite Sisters 
(there are 66 Sisters) and African Bishop Alexrio Churu 
Muchabaiwa. 


WHEN YOUNG Father Collier left for Africa he was 
expecting the natives to be ‘‘pagan and backward.’’ He 
“was wrong. ‘‘Very often they have a greater wisdom than 
we do, especially about the importance of people and 
family, patience and long-suffering.” 


Learning about them was time-consuming. ‘‘Being 
known”’ by the people, his primary missionary tool, came 
with time. ‘‘You have to talk to the people and find out 
where they’re at,’’ Father Collier said. 


He discovered his parishioners are a_ fearful lot. 
‘‘Superstition and fear are the greatest evils in their 
lives.’’ The big contrast between Americans and Africans 
is ‘‘the freedom from fear in interpersonal relationships 
and fear of the dead’’ that the Americans enjoy, he said. 


A DEAD person is very much alive to those who knew 
him. The living feel they have obligations to the deceased, 
and are advised by witch doctors about matters with the 
dead, Father Collier said. 

That attitude affects them as Christians, he added. 
‘Instinct in them realizes that only Christ and the Cross 
can free them from fear.”’ 


Neither Father Collier nor his people have many of the 
comforts taken for granted in America. He misses sports, 
especially soccer, which is only played in the larger towns. 
The ‘‘snowflakey’’ television reception there is so poor 
it’s not worth having. Gas is not available on the 
weekends. 


BREAD IS rationed. Each family is allotted one loaf a 


day. The staple there is sadza and relish — a cornmeal 
porridge with gravy. Each family has meat about once a 
week. If Father Collier visits for a meal the family “‘will 
always kill a chicken for me,’’ he said. 


By American standards, the Catholics of his region are 
conservative, he noted. ‘“They would never like a Sister 
without her habit or a priest without his collar. It’s a sign 
and a symbol of God and Christ.’? He figures their 
reaction to a Religious without customary garb would be 
silent disappointment. 

The joy and happiness his parishioners display in the 
presence of the Religious has shown Father Collier ‘‘they 
have great respect for priests and Sisters,’’ he said. 


‘‘IN SOME ways the (African) Church is ahead of the 
American Church.’’ Oftentimes the entire congregation 
will dance after Communion. Additionally, children sing 
and dance at the entrance and during the Offertory. 
Drums are part of the service. The length of the Mass 
depends on its ‘‘natural rhythm’’ — which can lead to a 
two-and-a-half-hour celebration. 


The extra-long Mass does not stagger the “‘marvelously 
patient’? people of Africa, Father Collier said. If he’s 
learned one thing in his missionary service it’s that 
“‘nothing comes fast.’’

the Soviets are just as frightened as we are.”’ 


Says Phillips: ‘‘Look what happens when you’re 
driving to work and someone cuts you off. We get reckless 
with a ton of motorcar traveling at 60 miles per hour. If 
we can’t be trusted with that sort of technology, maybe we 
don’t have time for the long, slow political process of 
bilateral disarmament. If either side ever got the edge — 
perhaps 90 percent of the window of vulnerability, they 
might press the button. I actually think they might....”’ 


LIKE SO many older people, Phillips was at first 
skeptical of peace activists, thinking of them as mostly 
young and pot-smokers. ‘‘Instead I found a lot of joyous, 
middle-aged people,’’ he said. The father of three and 
grandfather of four, Phillips said he no longer worries 
about his own children, but they now wonder what he is 
up to. 

‘One day the ordinary people are going to get So intent 
on peace that their governments will have to get out of 
their way,”’ said Phillips. ‘‘One of the things we’re going 
to find out when we go to Russia is if the peace movement 
there is genuine or a government put-up.’’ 

Although answerable to a board of directors (the vessel 
is owned by a coalition of Australian church, peace and 
labor groups), Philips said he ‘‘personally would like to 


put Pacific Peacemaker in the Kwajalein lagoon where the 
MX missiles will land this spring. We are meant to be 
law-abiding citizens, but we must render to Caesar what 
is Caesar’s, and to God what is His. The U.S. bomb tests 
have exposed the Pacific islanders to radiation, caused 
sterility in some women and others have had abortions 
because they are afraid of deformed children. I don’t 
think that is what is meant by U.S. trusteeship,”’ 


“TY DON’T think I would be doing this if it weren’t for 
my religious convictions. But with love and respect in our 
hearts for even the people we are opposed to, I don’t think 
we’ll go wrong.”’ 

As a child, Phillips said he saw his family 
“‘disintegrated’’ during World War II, and later entered 
the Royal Navy because of a firm belief in the defense of 
his own homeland. The ‘‘horrifying’’? American 
experience in Vietnam forced him to reevaluate his own 
views: ‘‘My conscience was really bothering me...how 
was America defending herself by the indescribable 
bombing of a small nation?’’ 


Brought up in the Church of England, Phillips and his 
wife attended mostly Methodist services during his years 
in the Navy. He has met many Catholics in the peace 
movement, and goes to Christ the King Church while the 
Pacific Peacemaker is undergoing repairs and a refitting. 


**T DON’T know why, but I just feel at home there,”’ 
he said.

ALTHOUGH she was named regional

As regional superior of her order, Sister 
Josephine says her ‘‘challenge will be to 
animate the Sisters to challenge 
themselves so that we can find our place 
in today’s Church.’’ 


TODAY’S SISTER ‘‘needs to keep 
ever before us the distinct, the unique call 
of the Religious life, the unique vocation 
that it is,’’ said Sister Josephine. 


‘I’m not saying ‘better than’ at all, but 
the uniqueness of the call to live the 
Gospel in a radical way. Things do get in 
the way; we’re a microcosm of a complex 
society, and we can’t isolate ourselves, 
but we are called to be a counterculture,’’ 
she said. 


Sister Josephine thinks herself blessed 
to have been associated ‘‘with the right 
people at the right time’’ during many of 
the sweeping changes in Religious life 
that followed the Vatican Council. 


“‘T FULLY realize that the changes 
have been traumatic for some, and it 
could have been for me under other 
circumstances,’’ she noted. ‘‘Many left 
the Religious life and the priesthood, and 
it’s possible some were not discerning 
enough when they made their vocation 


vocations now, but I think they are more 
solid.” 


“*The extent to which the changes have 
gone is bringing out the best in all of us 
who stop to reflect on it,’’ said Sister 
Josephine. ‘‘Our Sisters live in 
community or convents. Others choose to 


apartment.”’ 


“T have to say they are forgoing much 
of the security I enjoy. ‘Community’ is 
our model, but that means to be 
significantly in touch with other rather 
than simply being together.

They’ve also designed weekend 
prograins for groups such as parish 
councils, deacons and their wives, CCD 
staffs and parishes. 


LA PROVIDENCIA sponsored 
Sebastian Temple’s recent concert that 
featured his personal testimony and 
renditions of his famous liturgical 
folksongs. Almost 300 attended the 
concert and 39 went the next day to his 
prayer-meditation workshop at the Howse 
of Prayer. 


He’s been invited back February 5 to 
conduct a workshop on evangelization 
techniques. 


The Sisters slowly broadened the scope 
of the House to include seminars on 
“‘reflexology,’’ time management, 
evangelization, global education and 
peace issues. ‘‘We’re trying to go toward 
a global spirituality of mind, body and 
heart,’’ Sister Pat said. 

““VERY OFTEN people can be 


narrow in their spirituality and we want 
them to know God is vast; after all He is 
the Master of the Universe,’’ Sister Millie 
said, expounding on their interest in 
promoting recycling and concern for 
ecology as Christian ideals. 


One of the items they sell to raise funds 
for La Providencia is a ‘‘Love Your 
Mug’’ clutch bag for coffee cups. Instead 
of using styrofoam or other disposal cups 
at meetings, toting a mug to use makes 
ecological sense, Sister Pat said. 


Sister Millie, who is often seen sporting 
a ‘“‘Bread not Bombs’’ button says the 
arms race “‘is a grave moral issue. Many 
people look on it as politics. We’re trying 
to integrate the whole of life into our 
spirituality.” 

NEARLY everywhere one turns in La 
Providencia, there is a rainbow — on the 
cookie jar, in the chapel, on the walls. It’s 
the symbol of hope, covenant and God’s 
faithfulness, Sister Pat said. Over the last 
four years of figuratively building the 
prayer house with brick on top of brick, 


the Spirit’s ‘‘providence’’ has been the 
cement. 

From the laying of the foundation, ‘‘we 
wanted to depend on God, but we had no 
idea what that meant,”’ Sister Pat said. 
They have many stories of money and 
other needed items coming in the nick of 
time. For instance, the rent twice came 
due when the coffers were empty, but 
then a donation would come in the mail, 
or someone would drop by with a gift. 


When the Sisters needed a car, they 
prayed for it. Soon after, someone called, 
offering them $1,000 and Sisters Pat and 
Millie were able to purchase a car, license 
and insurance for just under $1,000. 


*““GOD ALWAYS provides. We never 
know where it is going to come from, but 
we always get just enough,”’ Sister Pat 
said. Even their small garden provides 
“just enough’’ vegetables for their simple 
meals, she said.
